and make merchandize of mens Souls, and 
flouriſh by this traffique like the Nobles and 
Pecrs of the earth. + Theosd.

To 
make good this Aflertion, I will give you a 
few Inſtances : And here I ſhall confine my 
{elt to their great Bellay, and Coccizz, whoſe 
writing are ſo highly prized by all Papiſts,

And what courſe 
more effeual to accompliſh their deſign, 
than by purging and blotting thele offerſroe 
Paſſages out of the Railing and other Pr1- 
mitive Writers ? In order to this great un- 
dertaking, the Pope appointed certain Car- 
dinals with the Maſter of the ſacred Palace 
gene- 
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general Igquiſitors at Roxez and to them- 
gave he power. to conſtitute particular In- 


quilitors in every Diocels.

And of all 
their Wiles and Stratagems I look upon this 
as the moſt effectual : by their other Me- 
thods they have gain d their thouſands, but | 
by this their Ten thonſands. This brings 
whole ſhoals of filly ſouls into their Net. 
Their Doctrines, and the Reaſons, of which 
they make uſe to ſupport them; are ſo many 
means and 'expedients proper to authorize 
Vice, to ſupport Sin, to excuſe the molt cri- 
minal actions, and to encourage looſneſs and 
diſorders in all forts of profeſhions. What 
St. Auſtin ſaith of the whole Scripture, vzz. 
That it is Charity, and rclates thereto, as to 

| | its 
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its end : We may fay of Popiſh Doftrines, 
they are nothing but debauchery, and relate 
| thereto as unto their end. There are few 

Commands, either affirmative or negative, 
which their great Caſuiſts ( the Guides of 
Conſciences) do not free men from the 0. 
bligation of, either wholly or in part, by 
the Propoſitions they Jay down as undenia. 
ble Maxims. The truth of this will appear 
by an Induction of particulars. 

I. God commands us to love him withy all 
our hearts and ſouls, {1ncerely and ſuperla- 
tively, at. 22.37. But from the rigour 
and ſeverity of this Law we are freed by the 
Maxims of their Caſuiſts, the truth of which 
we mult not queſtion, 4+ Fil/intive expli- 
cating how we are obliged to love God, 
laith, That this onght not to be extended in 

' ſuch a manner, as that we muſt bave 1n our 
hearts a more intenſe degree of love for God 
than for the creatures And oblerve his Rea- 
fon, By this way ( laith he )) we better pro- | 
wide for the peace and comfort of pious per- 
ons, wbo without this would be always itt 
doubt of their love to God, if it ought to be 

| in an higher degree than the love of any 
Creature whatſoever. And he brings 10

him. And to the ſame purpoſe:ſpeaks +:Card. 
Tolet: We arenot obliged (faith he) to-love 
God-above all things, quantum ad intentiq- 
zem, but only quantum ad appretiationems;

is, if we think God more worthy and ex- 
cellent than all created Beings. How eafbe 
have theſe infallible Do&ors made this moſt 
difficult precept? And yet this 1s not all ; 
for propounding this Queſtion, when are 
we engaged to love God? They anſwer, 
Not above three or four moments in our lives, 
viz. when we begin to have the uſe of reaſon, 
at the point of death, and from five years to 


five years during life. Others I confeſs are 


more liberal and add five moments more, 
viz, When Baptiſm 1s received by an adult 


perſon, when Contrition1s neceſflary, When 


we receive ſome {1gnal Mercy, when we are 
to ſuffer Martyrdom, when the honour of 
God is to be defended, and when we are 
obliged to love our Neighbour : But 
theſe are rejeCted by Fillmmciza as lupertlu- 
us.

cility expiated, than many times commit- 
ted. Whereas there axe many things in 
Confeſſaon, that cannot be periormed with- 
out tome difticulty, as ſhame to confeſs 
ſome certain ſms, reſolution not to fall in- 
to the like again, remorſe for them, and 
Penance; yet they have made moſt ealte 
and comfortable proviſions - againſt them. 
This main part of their 'Religion, which 
hath the appearance of Severity, 1s become 
of all* other moſt remiſs and -pleaſant, and 
of greateſt content even to the diſlojuteſt 
minds.

And Tyrrel the Prieſt in his Confeſſzorn,

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Cath, Orthod, Tom, 1, p. 374 
| Fli- 
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l Flizabeths Reign ( when all attempts a-.

j Now proceed to the laſt way or 
Method of Rome's Advancement, 
or which the Pope and his Agents uſe to 
propagate their Religion, viz. impudent 
lyes and flanders againſt their Adverſaries, 
or Who refuſe to ſubmit to the conduct 
and government of the Roman Church. 
This Method Rome Pagan uſed for the 
extirpation of Chriſtianity ; And this e- 
thod Rome Chriſtian hath uſed for the pro- 
pagation' of Popery. : 
| That Rome Heathen took this courſe to * 
ſuppreſs the growth, yea the being of 
Chriſtianity, 1s very clear from FEccleſtaſti- 
cal HiStory, When Nero that monſter of 
men, had ſet Rome on fire, which burn- 
ed nine days, to transfer the 0dium of 
that 1mpious act upon the Chriſtians, he. 
gave out that they had done it out of 
malice and revenge. And afterwards the 
Heathen raiſed many malicious {landers a- 
gainſt them, and laid to their charge moſt 
horrid crimes; as that they lived in 1n- 

celt ; 
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ceſt ; That in their night-meetings , puit- | 
ing out the-Candles, they mixed together |F| 
in a filthy manner: That they killed 
their Children, and fed upon Mans fleſh : 
That they kept the Feaſts of Thyeſtes, and 
committed the inceſt of Dndipic : : "That 
they were guilty of Sacriledg and Sediti- 
07, and Rebelion, and wortlianed the head 
of an Aſ. In Athens there was a Con- 


Jurer which maae an Tmage of Jupiter, 


that uttered theſe words, Jupiter com- 
mands the Chriſtians to be baniſhed out of 
this City,. becanſe they are enemigs to him. 
Harlots alſo were {uborned to ſwear, that » 
formerly they had been Chriſtians, and 
ſo were privy to the wickedneſs and im- 


piety , which they committed amongſt 
themſelves at their Sabbath-meetings. 
Theſe and many more ſuch-like calummes | 
we meet with 1 Euſebius, and other Ec- 

cleſraſtical Hiſtorians; by which the hearts 
of the common People were ſet againſt, 
Chriſtianity, and the Emperors and other 
inferiour Govermors incenled againſt the 
Profeſſors of wt. The truth of this ap- 
pears by an Epii#le which the Chriſtians:

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Fryars, having robbed their Converts of 
their Church-plate, and Repoſitories, they 
brought them in triumph to Gezeva + But 
contrary to' their expectation , they . were 
forthwith advanced to the Gibbet for their 
labour; which uſage cauſed them to com- 
plain of their falſe information. And in 
Spain allo was this report ſo firmly beliey- 
ed, that a Spaniſh Gallant, who carried 
a Mint about him , repaired thither to 
have ſtamps made him for the coyning of 
Piſtolets. Being apprehended, his defence 
was, That he underſtood their City was 
free, and gave receipt to all offenders. 
It was anſwered, That they received all 
offenders, but puniſhed their offences. A 
diſtinction which the grave Dox had not 
heard before, and the learning of it then 
colt him no leſs than his life.

In May, 1605. ( the Romenifts having 
made an InfurreFion 1n Wales ) Father 
Garnet writ a letter to the Pope, that a 
command might come from his Holineſs, 
or from Aquaviva General of the Jeſuits, 
to prevent. all commotions of the Cathoe 
licks here in England, that we might be - 
Jull'd atleep by their diſſembled quietnefg 
and conformity. This requeſt was grant- 
ed ; though his other, viz. to have it 1n- 
joyn'd upon Cenſures, was deny'd, leſt 
it might be an impediment to that grand 
deſign. Peruſe the Relatioz of the whole 
proceedings againſt thoſe barbarous Trai- 
tors, ; Where you will find all this, and 
much more confefled by them. 
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- Agatn, That the Pope was privy ta this 
Plot, and approved of it, is clear from 
the voluntary Confeſſion of a Jeſuite, who 
.afftirm'd, that Three 3u/s were ſent from 
Rome upon this occaſion ; and ſhould have 
been publiſhed in Three of the chiefeſt 
places of Ergland , had their deſign ſuc- 
eceded : But that failing, they were ſup-

That the remembrance of this great 
deliverance 'may more affect us, let us 
conlider 1t with all its adjuncts and cir- 
cutmftances. We ſay that it Arals, the 
Circumſtance is more than the ſubStance : 
So' many' times 1n deliverances, the ad-_ 
juncts may be more than the zzatter. The 
cutting of a Stone may be - more prectous 
than 'the ſtone it ſelf; and the ſtamp and 
workmanſhip of more value, than the 
Mettal. I cannot fay fo here; but doubt- 
leſs theſe two Adjundts, viz. freeneſs and 
fulneſs, do add much to the glory of tt. 

1. Obſerve how freely we were deli- 
vered from the bloody complotments cf 
our Roman Adverſaries, Many (1gnal de- 
liverances hath God wrought for his 
Church -in former Ages, but was there 
ever any fo free as this? God ontieerad 

| ns 
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his Church from the barbarous Conſpiracy 
of Haman + But what Prayers, ' and Tears, 
and Faſtings did it coſt Eſther, and Mor- 
decai , and the Jews ere they could ob- 
tain it ? Eſther 4. 16. But this Deliverance 
came not upon the wings of our prayers, 
but Gods free mercy > we were 1gnorant 
of our danger, and therefore could not 
make Deliverance the Subject of our 
Prayers. Maſſes were ſaid in Rome for 
the good ſucceſs of the Catholick Deſign 
but no Prayers were made in Frgland wk 
our Deliverance from 1t: And yet delivers 


ed. In a word, we were delivered, before 
we ſought Silbochauce. 


2. Obſerve how fully we were deli- 
vered. The Plot was laid for a full de- 
ſtruction, to cutoff the King, Been , 
and their hopeful 7/ze, our honourable 
Nobility, our reverend Clergy, our grave 
and learned Judges, the flower of our 
Gentry, yea the Froteſtast Religion. No 
Country, nor Age ever brought forth ſuch 
a Monſter of Treaſon, ſaith Thuanm, ſpeak- 
ing of the Powaer-Plot. HiStor. lib. 135. 
p.1215. No ſtroke ſo mortal as that of 
a Thundey-bolt, no hatred ſo cruel as that 
which fetcheth its pretences from Heaven. 
The loſs of a particular perſon is oft-times, 
put like the putting Out of a Candle, 


which 
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which brings only darkneſs to a Room : 
But the ruine of a State, is like the E- 
clipſe of the Sun , which brings a detri- 
ment to the whole Hemiſphere. 

And obſerve how fully God defeated 
their bloody deſign : There was not the 
leaſt hurt done. This Deliverance was 
like that of the Three Children in the 
fiery furnace, Dar. 3..27. There was not ſo 
mnch as an hair of their head ſinged, 
neither were their Coats changed, nor the 
Well of fire had paſſed on them.. Or like 
that of Jeruſalem from the fury of Senq- 
cherib, who coming up againſt that City 
full of pride and rage, intended nothing 
leſs than the uttex ruine and deſtruction 
of it; But faith God, he ſhall not ſhoot 
an arrow there. Even thus were we de- 
livered. 

O let us be for ever thankful for this 
free and full, this eminent and glorious 
dzliverance ! not only verbally, but real- 
ly; with our /zps, and in our /ives. It 1s 
_ obſervable, that the Iſraelites gracious De- 
liverance out of Egypt is made the Preface 
to the Ten Commandments. Holiznels 
of life is the lite of Thankfulneſs. 

How apt we are to fail in the perfor- 
mance of this duty is too evident both 
from ſacred Writ, and daily repro”

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I How did Gods own People abuſe ſignal 

| and tranſcendent mercies? Not only by 
entertaining low and mean thoughts of . 
them, but even by ſinning againſt the 
Author of them. Can there be a greater 
wickedneſs, than for a Pernſtover of the 
Court, who receives an ample $tiperd from 
the King, to lay it out in buying Poifon 
to deſtroy him, or in raiſing a Rebellion 
to dethrone him? And what 1s it , that 
ſuch men do leſs, who abuſe the mercies 
of God to the ſervice of their luſts; and 
turn them, as Iſrael did the Jewels of the 
Egyptians, Which God had given them, 
into a curled idol, before which they 
bow'd and worſhipped ? 

Such a foul *fin 1t 1s, that it were to be 
wiſhed, that no example could ever be 
produced of it; or that it had been con- 
tin'd to the generations, that are long 
ſince paſt : That Jeſarun had been the laſt, 
that waxed fat and kicked, Dent. 32. 15. 
or That the Prophet had made the laſt 
complaint, that Gods Corn, and YVVize, 
and Oyl, and Silver, and Gold were em- 
ploy'd in the Service of Baal, Hof. 2. 8. 
But alas 'tis a ſin that lives to this day 3 
a fin that England is deeply guilty of, If 
we compare this Land with other Nations 

| and Chnrches, we ſhall find our Portion 
to 
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to be like that of the Firſt-born, double” 
to what any of our Brethren in other 
Kingdoms have enjoyed. What bleſling 
15 it, that deſerves to be (tiled azatchleſs, 
tranſcendent , gloriow, which God hath 
\ not conferr'd upon us? If Peace be it, 
we have had it; if Plenty, we have had 
it; if Victory, we have had it; if the 
Goſpel, we have had it. Our 1mplacable 
Ezemies of Rome have attempted all ways, 
that wit or malice could invent, to de- 
prive us of what 1s, and ought to be moſt 
dear unto us, and bring upon us the hea- 
vy Toke of Popiſh Tyranny and Superſti- 
tions, Which neither we, nor our Fathers 
were able to bear. 
Tf curſing could have done 1t, what a 

miſerable and forlorn People had we beet 
at this day? How often hath Balack ſent 
to Balaam, come curle Iſrael, come defy 
Ezeland 2 And How often hath that Ba- 
Ham curſed our Iſrael? We have heard 
of his Anniverſary Anathema's, wherein 
this Church and State have been ſtruck 
with the thunder and lightning of his Pa- 
pal curſe. But the curſe canſeleſs ( faith 
Solomon) ſhall not come. And we may 
fay to England, as Moſes did to Iſrael con- 
cerning Balaams curle. Dewt. 23s 5- Ne- 
vertbeleſs, the Lord thy God would not 

De heark: 
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 hearken unto Balaam: But the 'Lord thy 
God turned the curſe into a bleſſing unto 
thee, becauſe the Lord thy God loved thee. 
And if Power and Policy could have. 
done 1t, we had been a wretched and ru- 
1n'd People long ago; witneſs the Spaniſh 
Armado, and the Gun-powder Plot. Theſe 
Archers oft Rome have ſorely grieved us, 
and ſhot at us, -and hated us. But our 
Bow hath abode in ſtrength, and the arms 
of onr hands have been made ſirong,, by the 
bands of the mighty God of Jacob. Gen. 
49+ 23, 24+ | 
Oh, but how ſadly have we abuſed theſe 
{1gnal mercies and deliverances! How is 
that mercy of mercies ſleighted by us, 
nay, a burden to us, which {ſhould be pri- 
zed above all the endearments of this 
World, I mean, the Goſpel of Salvation ? 
How have we waſted theſe mercies, as 
the Prodigal did his Portion, upon our 
luſts and filthinels? We have fſtrength- 
en'd our hands by them in Rebellion a- 
gainſt the Author of them. Not only 
the banks of Keligion , but Civility too 
_ are broken down, Whereas *tis ufualiy 
ſaid, That 11] manners produce good laws, 
we have reverit the Aphoriſm, and the 
good precepts of our Religion have intro- 
duced the moſt corrupt manners. Our. 
| holy - 
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lowed them up. And fo univerſal a de- 
pravation is there amongſt us. that we 
have ſcarce any thing left to diſtinguiſh us 
from the moſt barbarous people, but a 
better ae and worſe vices. How many 
give no other demonſtration of their be- 
lief of a Deity, than their Oaths and Blaſ- 
phemies? And in ſtead of calling unto 
mercy to {ave them, their ordinary Prayer 
is, God damn them. How many think it 
-a piece of gallantry to ſcoff at Religion, 
droll upon God, and make ſport with his 
Laws? In a word, how many think it an 
argument of judgment to be above the fol- 
lies of Conſcience, and the height of 
Courage to dehie Heaven and outdare the 
Almighty? O tell it not inGath, nor pub- 
liſh it in the Streets of Askelon, that a 
people, whom God hath ſo fignally own'd, 
and miraculouily delivered, ſhould thus 
requite the Lord ! 

How juſtly may. we expect ſome remar- 
kable judgments, as the product of theſe 
monſtruous impieties ? And that if we con- 


- ſider, that fins againſt mercy are commit- 


ted againſt a darling attribute of God, 
which of all others he moſt delights to re- 


veal, and make knowa to the Sons of men.

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* "Now the more any fin is injurious to. this 
attribute of Mercy, the more black it muſt 
needs be. No darkneſs 1s more formi- 
dable, than that of an Eclipſe, which alſ- 
ſaults the very Veſſels of light; no taſte 
more unſavoury, than that of ſweet things, 
when corrupted : Even ſo no fin more 
hideous, than that which would darken 
the brightneſs of Gods Love, and corrupt 
the ſweetneſs of his Mercy; and there- 
fore none more provoking to wrath and 
jealouſie. 
To conclude, let us not frantickly de- 
he that Omnipotency, which we are not 
able to reſiſt, nor deſpiſe that Goodneſs 
which is our only refuge : But ſince it hath 
pleaſed God in wrath to remember Mer- 
cy, let us tranſcribe his Copy, and be as 
kind to. our ſelves, as he hath been to 
us. O that we may take pattern from 
Niniveh, cry, and cry mightily unto God, 
joyn Humiliation to our Prayers, and Re- 
formation to both. And could we be per- 
[waded to do this with the lame frcerit 
and z77verſality, we might hope with the 


fame ſucceſs. Would all who have brought 
Ptheir firebrands, bring alfo their tears, it 
might ſecure .us fuch a Tranquillity here,
